the disturbance, in reality the disturb- 
ance was caused by a carnivorous ani- 
mal of the genus mcthitis, found over 
a vary wide extent of country in North 
America.

This animal 'lias 
twu glands secreting an extremely

strike (lie average citizen as peculiarly queer if not ^extremely selfish ant 
improper. It is the tenacity with which n discredited official clings to th 


office and insists upon reelection or retention ns his right to the exclusion o 
men far more capable and in ever.v way more acceptable lo the voters 
There are very few cities in New England Hint have not had an experienei 
of this kind. Elect a good and capable man to office and after serving om 
or more terms lie will rat ire gracefully if he sees the people do not wan 
him, but elect some nincompoop to an office, for which he is not qualified anr 
he will endeavor lo hold on lo it. for life. Nothing can convince such a mai 


thai he is not titled for the office. 
He will assail any citizen who for the 


best motives decides to vote against him. just as if the office belonged I 


him and as if one or two years' tenure with ample proof el' his incom- 
1/etency, gave him a claim upon the office over every other citizen. 
There 


Lave been many instances of this kind in New England cities, and strange 
lo say, Die citixims in large numbers 'fall into the mistake of espousing the 
cause of such candidates. 
If some misfit by a combination pi? unfortunate 


circumstances be elected lo any high office, is that a reason why he shottlc 
insist upon reelection? 
Once a man has had an opportunity to show his 


worth and who of his own volition makes a mess of things, the citizens 
should not. imagine that the blunder ol! his election can be remedied by 
reelccting him. Yet a great many citizens feel that under such circumstances 


the best tiling to do is to rcelect the incompetent. There is little hope of 


municipal reform HO long as citizens are so easily deluded by Ihe false 
claims of. candidates. 
.* 


There have been instances in Massachusetts cities in which this par- 


ticular species of foolishness resulted in irreparable loss and injury loathe 
nmnicipalily. 
No large corporation would indulge any such unbusiness- 


like methods in (he selection of its officials. 
That often explains why a 


corporation can have ils work done more cheaply than can a city. Citizens 
should remember thai the paramount consideration is the public welfare and 
that no misfit candidate should be supported or allowed lo force himself 
upon the voters. The citizens have a duty to perform which is to support 


the best men available for public office. Thai is the only rule by which good 


government can be secured and maintained. Vet. this seems to be the last 


thing- dreamed of by the average voter of some of our Xew England cities. 


THE HAVERHILL 
CHARTER 


In an article printed in Ihe Twentieth Century Magazine for this month 


Lawyer George JI. Nichols writes a very instructive article on the com- 
nission form of government- as it exists in the city of Haverhill. 
He traces 


the progress of the movement for charter reform in Haverhill through the

Ji our movement progresses as well as that, of Haverhill, we should soon 


look for results, for the people of Havnrhill started in after Dr. Eliot's 
lecture to draft a charier for submission to the legislature. 


The draft was enacted early in 1908 and in October of the same year it 


was adopted at a special election. The results are entirely satisfactory, 


if we are to judge from this article by Mr. Nichols who is in a position lo 
know the inside workings of the new charier. 


The expert accountants who examined the accounts of the city, as 


required by a provision of the new charter, reported that while al the close 


<il Ihe year 1903 under Ihe old government there was a deficit of $79,•),")!.Cb" 
ai the close of (lie-year 3909 there was a surplus of $36,51],87. 


The nen- charter enables (lie city to secure Ihe best men for office, and 


11 lixcn responsibility so t h a t if anything goes wrong every citizen knows 


where to place the blame. 
Much of the saving made is derived from the 


care exercised in the purchase of supplies.

IJN choosing her work In life a girl, as 


a rule, thinks too little of the prob- 


able openings In the profession 
to 


which her inclinations point This Is 
often the reason why capable women 
are. unable to find work or else have 
to give their services for less than the 
market'value. It js the more pitiable 
when It is • found that In other pro- 
fessions the. demand for workers ac- 
tually exceeds the supply.. Teaching 
the deaf is a case In'point. The pro- 
fession is comparatively unknown, and 
the deaf, unless cases come under 
one's own personal knowledge, are apt 
to be neglected. 


Children, as a rule, do. not appreciate 


education until after school days are 
over, but tho poor little deaf ones 
know that they are learning to .be like 
other people. Where''the oral system 
is in.use they are getting rid of the 
hated appellation "dumb." 
The pure 


oral system will not allow of signs at 
all. The children are taught to speak. 


The method is very wonderful, yet 


very simple. The child first begins to 
copy the movements of the teacher's 
lips; then, taking the little hand and 
putting it upon her own throat and 
ohest, the teacher makes a sound. The 
child feels the vibration and tries to 
do the same. Step by step the language 
is built up of words, syllables and then 
simple sentences. 
At the same time 


the: child learns to. read the sounds he 
makes and to. know for what they 


stand Progress Is naturally glow, lor 
th'o. child must eee everything h* 
learns. 
But he becomes very/ ob- 


servant, while his eagerness to learn 
and his delight In anything new make 
teaching a pleasure. The teacher can- 
not be too Interested in her work, -it 
is, Indeed, a mission to teach the deaf, 
and special qualities are needed for the 
work. 
They are no greater, though, 


than those required for general teachi 
ing. but "any one" will not do for the 
task. 
Since the teacher has special 


difficulties with which to conte; 'she 
must be specially fitted to meet them. 
She must have patience, a love for 
children and tact with them.' 'A clear 
enunciation is needed; good sight and 
hearing aro also necessary, and a 
knowledge of manual work Is service- 
able. For the right girl the vocation 
is a fine one. '

SALEM, DPC. 17.—Embers caught up 


by the northwest gale and s*ittered 
broadcast over the city set.%acWes of 
roofs ablaze and gave Salem the worst 
Buare In its history, yesterday after- 
noon during a lire which destroyed six 
of the nine buildings of the Day State 
Belting company's plant before it was 
brought under control. 


Help From Outside 


Every piece of apparatus in the Sa- 


lem deportment was called out by a 
general alarm sounded at 4.20 o'clock, 
just ten minutes after the-first alarm 
was sent HI. and assistance was asked 
of Peabody ami Beverly. 
Marblehead 


started a steamer with a four-horse 
hitch over the road without 
waiting 


to be asked. 


The "al! out" was 
sounded 
(it 
9 


o'clock last night, bxit lines of 
hose 


were kept on the ruins all night. 
The 


loss to the Bay State Belting company 
will total ?75,000. 
The Salem Oil and 


Grease .company, which occupied part, 
of one of the buildings destroyed, has 
a loss of $5000, and the roof-fires did 
damage amounting to several thousand 
dollars more. 


The fire started in the povfer build- 


inK of the Bay State plant, just over 
the engine room. The engineer, Wil- 
liam 'robin, and his assistant, 
John 


Potter, were at work in the 
engine 


room and harely escaped 
vv.ith their 


lives. They reached the street in their 
overalls, leaving their street clothes, 
with money and other valuables In the 
puekets, behind. 


There were forty men at work in the 


Bay State company's plant nt the time. 
These grabbed 
what outside clothing 


they could lay 
their hands on and 


dashed for outdoors as the flames, lap- 
ping up oil and grease-soaked tim- 
bers, spread with 
amazingr 
rapidity. 


•As far as is known, everybody escaped. 


Factories in Danger 


The Bay State plant was situated in 


the western part of the city, close to 
the Peabody line, on a triangular plot 
of ground of some two acres extent, 
bounded by Grove, 
street, 
Harmony 


Grove road" nnd tile Lawrence branch 
of the Boston & Maine. .This is in 
what is known a.y the leather district, 
with large factories on all sides. 
• At the height of the fire, while em- 
bers were belli;; showered 
in 
every 


direction, crews of firemen and factory 
workers were stationed on tlie roofs of 
the various factories in th« immediate 
vicinity, with lines of lioso. 


In this way the factories of Cass £ 


Daly, Salem'* largest shoe manufac- 
turers, ami Martin D. Egan, 
all 
of 


which seemed doomed, wore saved. 


Chief Arnold of tile Palcm depart- 


ment made the run with 
the 
first 


pieces of apparatus, lie realized 
the 


danger and .sounded a general alarm 
without the formality of a second or 
third alarm. By that time the (lames 
hail burst through the roof and were 
spreading to the other buildings in the 
plant. 


Kni-h of the buildings destroyed was 


about 300 feet lung and forty feet wiile. 
They were one story In height and 
contained a large quantity of valuable 
leather. 
A lan;e three-story building, 


owned by the Way State company, was 
to windward of the power building and 
escaped." 
Find Hydrants Frozen 


As the (lames; spread, Chief Arnold 


realized the hopelessness of his lask 
with .such apparatus as 
lie had. 
He 


telephoned Peabody the most urgent 
appeal for help that city has ever re- 
ceived from Salem, and as a result a 
steamer and hose cart, with Chief Bar- 
rett of the Peabody department, made 
the run into Salem inside of 15 min- 
utes. 


Beverly received as urgent a call, 


and also sent a steamer and a hose 
cart. Marblehead had already seen the 
lire, and remembering Salem's assist- 
ance in its hour of need last fall, had 
started its new steamer over the road. 


Frozen hydrants hampered the lire- 


men, and the gale whipped the flames. 
Embers began to sail through the air 
and a heavy pall of. smoke, which arose 
from the large 
qualities of 
burning- 


leather, began to spread over the city. 
The first of tho roof fires and tile con- 
stant shifting of the apparatus com- 
pleted Salem's panic. 


Embers 
were carried 
clear across 


the residential and business 
sections 


of the city, and dropped in streets a 
mile- and 
a 
half 
distant from 
the 


llames. The section that suffered heav- 
iest is known 
as 
Carletonville. On 


Mason. Oak and Friend streets in this 
section there were thirty roof fires In 
as many minutes. 


Pieces of apparatus were kept on the. 


run. 
Loni,' section ladders were used, 


with 
lines of hose. 
Time and time 


again, us soon as one roof fire was ex- 
tinguished, the section ladder would lie 
hauled across the street, set up against 
another house, nnd the work of extin- 
guishing a new lire would be begun. 


Cold Hampers Firemen 


As 'the lire began to appear in the 


more 
distant 
parts 
of the city, the 


iicverly steamer was sent to the cen- 
tral fire station, to cover there. 
Hun 


after run was made by this apparatus. 


One thins favored (he lire fighters. 


That was the fact that many of the 
roofs were covered by Thursday night's 
snow, and many of 
the embers 
and 


sparks were 
extinguished as soon as 


they lighted. 


The intense cold caused the llrcmen 


to suffer 
Rii'iitly. 
Hose 
pipes 
wore 


coated with Ice and rubber coats and 
boots were 
frozen 
stiff. 
There were 


also several narrow escapes from death 
In 
the 
great 
clouds nf smoke that 


would veer with the wind, and under- 
neath the falling walls. 


Just before i; o'clock (he wind veered 


to the mirth, and the ('ass and 
Daly 


factory, which harl escaped unscathed 
until then, received Its Iirst baptism of 
embers. 
Flrcmon were rushed to tho 


roof 
and 
t'.ie

ployed by the company—some 200 In 
all—were hurriedly dismissed. 


Lines of hose were laid across the 


railroad track?. As a result trains to 
and. from Lowell, Reading and Law- 
rence were held up, all 
traffic 
being 


suspended for two hours. 
Spectacular Blaze 


From a 
spectacular standpoint the 


fire was the greatest Salem has 
ever 


witnessed. 
Thousands 
of 
persons 


watched its progress from Mack park, 
a public playground, which, situated to 
the windward of the 
flames and lo- 


cated on higher ground, formed a great 
natural grandstand for the spectators. 


It was believed when the all out was 


sounded that 
there was no further 


danger of the fire breaking out afresh. 
Soon after the apparatus left, fire was 
discovered, and steamers 
and 
hose- 


carts were despatched to the scene for 
a second time. The blaze was small, 
but the 
Salem 
department 
took 
no 


further chances and 
apparatus 
was 


stationed there until morning.

WHERE

CITIZENS ERR 


There is one feature of office-seeking here and elsewhere lhat must 


strike the average citizen as peculiarly queer if not extremely selfish and 
improper. It is the tenacity with which a discredited oftieinl clings to the 
office'and insists upon reelection or retention as his right to the exclusion of 
men far more capable and in every way more acceptable to the voters. 
There are very few cities in New England that huve not. had an experience 
of this kind. Elect a good and capable man to office and after serving one 
or more term's he will retire gracefully if be sees the people do not want 
him, but elect some nincompoop to an office for which he is not qualified and 
he will endeavor to hold on (o it for life. Nothing can convince such a man 
that he is not fitted for the office. 
He will assail'any citizen who for tin; 


best motives decides to vote against him,<igu&t as if the office belonged to 
him and as iJ' ono or two years' (enure with ample proof of fits nicoin- 
petency, gave him a claim upon the office over even' other citizen. 
There 


have been many instances of fins kind in New England cities, and strange 
to say, the citizens in large numbers fall ittto the mistake of espousing the 
cause of such candidates. 
If some misfit by a combination of unfortunate 


cireiuhsfniires be elected to liny Iiig'li office, is lhat a reason why he should 
insist upon reelection'? 
Once n man has had an opportunity lo show his 


worth and who of his own volition makes a mess of things, the citizens 
fthould not. imagine that the blunder of his election can be remedied by 
reelecting him. Yet a great many citizens feel that under such circumstances 
the best thing to do is'lo renlec.l the incompetent. . There IK little hope of 
municipal reform so long as citizens are 'so easily deluded by the false 
claims of candidates. 


There have been instances in Massachusetts cities in which this par- 


ticular species of foolishness resulted in irreparable loss and injury to the 
municipality. 
No large corporation would indulge any Kitch unbusiness- 


like methods in the selection of its officials. 
Thai often explains why a 


corporation can have its work done more cheaply than can a city. 
Citizens 


should remember that the paramount consideration is the public welfare and 
that no misfit candidate should be supported or allowed to force himself 
upon the voters. Tin1, citizens have a duty to perform which is to support 
the best men available for public office. That is the on}y rule by which good 
government can be secured and maintained. Yet this seems to be the last 
thing dreamed of by the average voter of some of our New England cities. 


THE HAVERHILL 
CHARTER 


In an article printed iu the Twentieth O.nttiry Magazine for this month 


Lawyer George M. Nichols writes a very instructive article on the com- 
rjission form of government as it. exists in t h e city of Hovcrhill. He traces 
the progress of the movement, for charter reform in Haverhill through the 
elementary stages such as we have been going through here in Lowell even 
to the invitation of ex-President liliol to explain the Des Moines charter. 
Jf our movement progresses as well as that of Haverhill, we .should soon 
look for results, for tho people of Haverhill started in after Dr. Kliot's 
lecture to draft a charter for submission' to the legislature. 


The draft was enacted early in IflflS and in October of the same year it 


was adopted at a special election. 
The results are entirely satisfactory, 


if we. are to judge from this article by Air. Nichols who is in a position lo 
know (he inside workings of the. new charier. 


The expert accountant* who examined the accounts of the city, as 


required by a provision of the'new charter, reported that while at the close 
of the year 1008 under the old government there was a deficit of $70.451.0(1 
at the close of the year ]!)()!! (here was a surplus of ,$!!(),511.87. 


The new charter enables the city to secure Ihc best, men for office, and 


it fixes responsibility so thai if anything goos wrong every citizen knows 
where to place the blame. Much of the saving made is derived from (he 
care exercised in the purchase of supplies. 


In the article referred to is a lisi of supplies purchased in .1908 and a 


similar list purchased in 1009. ' Although the price of all commodities 
increased during the year, it will be seen lhat Ihc prices paid in 100',) are 
much lower than those paid in .1008.

servant, while his eagerness to learn 
and his delight In anything new make 
teaching a pleasure. The teacher can- 
not be too Interested in her work. It 
Is, Indeed; a mission to teach the deaf, 
and special qualities are needed for tha 
work.' They. are no greater, though, 
than those required for general teach- 
ing, but "any one" will' not do for the 
task. Since the teacher has special 
difficulties with which tj contei 
< she 


must be specially fltted to meet them. 
She must have patience, a love for 
children and tact with them. A clear 
enunciation IK needed; good slgrht and 
hearing are also necessary, and a 
knowledge of manual work is service- 
able.

JOY 
RIDES 
GOOD AND 
BAD 


There are "joy rides" good and harl. This term has usually been-ap- 


plied .to a pleasant ride on an automobile. When children are taken for their 
first ride on an auto, it is a "joy ride" to be sure. When a newly wedded 
pair set out in an auto immediately nfter marriage, as some do, theirs is a 
joy ride. When a ehauffeur takes out a few friends for pleasure he is 
said to have gone on n joy ride. When a number of men-go out on an auto 
for an evening's carousal carrying with them a. supply of liquor and imbibing 
freely, as they go, they too are on n joy ride and one of the worst type. 
Joy rides of the latter kind are becoming rather common and a large propor- 


tion of them end in disaster. 


WHERE THE 
CITIZENS 
ERR 


There is one feature, of office-seeking here and "elsewhere that must 


strike the average citizen as peculiarly queer if not extremely selfish and 
improper. H is the tenacity with which a discredited official clings to the 


office and insists upon reelection or retention as his right to the exclusion of 
men far more capable and in every way more acceptable, to the voters. 
There" are very few cilies in New England that have not had an experience, 
of this kind. Elect a good nnd capable man to. office and "after serving one 
or more terms he will retire gracefully if he sees" the people do not wnnl. 
him, but elect, some nincompoop to an office for which he is not qualified and 
he will endeavor to hold on to it for life. Nothing can convince such a man 
that" he is not fitted for the office'. 
He will assnil any citizen who for the 


best motives decides fo vole, against him, just as if. the office belonged to 
him and as if one or two years' tenure with ample proof of his incom- 
petency.. gave him a claim upon the office over every other citizen. There 
have been many instances of this kind in New England cities, and strange 


1h say, the citizens in Inrge numbers fall into the mistake, of espousing the 
cause of such candidates. 
If some misfit by a combination of unfortunate 


circumstances be elected to any high office, is that a reason.why he, should 
insist upon reelection? 
Once a man has had an opportunity to show his 


worth and who of hiw own volition makes a mess of things, the citizens 
should not imagine that, the blunder of his election can be remedied by 
reelecting him. Yet, a great many citizens feel that under such circumstances 
the best thing to do is to reelect the incompetent. There is little hope, of 


municipal reform so long as citizens are so easily deluded by the false 
cJnims of candidates. 
\ 


There have been instances in Massachusetts cities in which this par- 


ticular species of foolishness resulted in irreparable loss and injury to the 
municipality. 
No large corporation would indulge any such unbusiness- 


like methods in the selection of its officials. 
That, often explains why a 


corporation can hn.vc its work done more cheaply than can a city. Citizens 
should remember (hat the paramount consideration is the public welfare anrl 
that no misfit candidate should be supported or allowed to force himself 
upon the voters. The citizens have a duty to perform which is to support 
the best men available for public office. That is the only rule by which good 
government can be secured and maintained. 
Yet this seems to be the last 


thing dreamed of by the average voter of some of our New England cities. 


THE HAVERHILL 
CHARTER 


In an article printed in the Twentieth Century Magazine for this month 


Lawyer Qeorge M. Nichols, writes a very instructive article on the com- 
mission form of government us it exists in the city of Haverhill. He traces 
the progress of the movement for charter reform in Haverhill through the 


i elementary stages such as we, have been going through here in Lowell even 


to the invitation of ex-President Eliot to explain the Des Moines charter. 
If our movement progresses as well as that of-Haverhill, we should soon 
look for results, for the people of Haverhill started in after Dr. Eliot's 
lecture to draft a charter for submission to the legislature. 


The draft was enacted early in 1908 nnoV in October of the same year it 


was adopted at a special election. 
The results are entirely satisfactory,

Much of the saving made if; derived from the 
care exercised in the purchase of supplies.

increased during the year, it will be seen that the prices paid in 1909 are 
much lower than those paid in 1908.

' T !s a long cry from the piece of 


blue ribbon that tied up the 
bonny brown hair of the lassie of 
ye olden times to the smart maid- 


en of today who places in her hair or- 
naments suggestive of all the great 
dress periods of history. But It Is at 
Christmas times when holiday parties 
are on that she is most anxious to look 
her best, and "something becoming in 
the hair" goes a great way toward that 
most praiseworthy end. 


Holly In the hair is charming at 


Christmas time, but It Is not always 
easy to arrange the stiff leaves artis- 
tically. The pretty wreath illustrated 
Is, however, an exception to the rule. 
It Is made of separate leaves sewed 
flatly to a circle of ribbon wire, the 
berries being added singly and in clus- 
ters after the leaves are in place. The 
Joining of the wreath Is hidden beneath 
a cluster of berries at one side. The 
girl in the picture wearing the holly 
wreath and corsage spray Is alluring j 


enough to Inspire many Imitators of 
this Bimple and appropriate hair ar- 
rangement. 


The Byzantine period seems to have 


particularly attracted tho designers of 
coiffure ornaments this season, and 
one can pay quite absurdly high prices 
In the shops for such affairs, but with 
some dull metal braid and a handful 
of large colored and crystal beads they 
may be made cheaply at home. 
The 


metal braid used on chairs and cur- 
tains are also materials to be conjured 
with. 
Indeed, the upholstery depart- 


ments in the large shops offer many 
opportunities for materials, and the 
fancy work counter will furnish the 
colored stones and crystals by the box. 


Now, to use a very trite remark, that

A clear 
enunciation Is needed; good sight and 
hearing are also necessary,. and a 
knowledge of manual work Is service- 
able.

The first ot the roof lires and the con- 
stant shifting of the apparatus com- 
pleted Salem's panic. 


I-Imbers were carried clear across 


the residential and business 
sections 


of the city, -and dropped In streets a 
mile and a half 
distant 
from 
the 


flames. The section that suffered heav- 
iest is known as Carletonville. On 
Mason, Oak and Friend streets in this 
section there were thirty roof flres in 
as many minutes. 
Pieces of apparatus were kept on the 


run' 
Long section ladders were used, 


with 
lines of hose. 
Time and time 


again, as soon as one roof fire was ex- 
Lingnislicd, the section ladder would be 
hauled across the -street, set up apiinst 
another house, and the work of extin- 
guishing a new lire would be begun. 
Cold Hampers Fireman 


As tlie lire began to appear In tho 


more distant parts ot the city, the 
Beverly steamer was sent to the cen- 
tral lire station, to cover there. Kun 
after run wag-made by this apparatus. 


One thing favored the -fire lighters. 


That was the fact that many of the 
roofs were covered by Thursday night's 
snow, nnn many of tho embers nnd 
spark? were extinguished as soon as 
they lighted. 


The intense cold caused tho firemen 


to suffer 
sieatly. Hose pipes 
were 


coated witli ice and rubber coats and 
boots were frozen 
.stiff. There were 


also several narrow escapes from death 
in tho great clouds of smoko that 
would veer with tho wind, and under- 
neath the falling walls.
